Verily, our Prophet sfe did not perfontii Ha}} after his migration 
to Al-Madinah except for once, and that was die Farewell Haft. 
I*hat was at the end of his life, During it he taught the people 
their Hajf rites by his statements and deeds. He said to them: 


"Take your Ha}) rites from me. 1 '* 

Thus, it is obligatory upon all of die Muslims to toliow him in 
that and to perform their Hajj rites in die manner that he 
legislated for them. This is because he is the guiding teacher, 
and Allah sent hirn as a merry For all the worlds and as finality 
for the servants (of .Allah).
